INTRODUCTION  This  bibliography,  an  expanded  and  updated  version  of  "Purchased 

Farm  Input  Markets  in  the  United  States,   1950-71:  a 
Bibliography  of  Economic  Studies,"  now  includes  inputs  for 
agriculture  (such  as  water,  labor,  and  land)  that  have  not  been 
traditionally  defined  as  purchased  inputs.     In  addition,  the 
category  of  petroleum  has  been  expanded  to  include  selected 
general  energy  studies.     The  studies  in  this  publication  focus 
on  the  supply,  demand,  price,  and  market  structure  for  various 
inputs.     The  data  sources  searched  include:
